The amendment filed on 7 August 2005 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn 
to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because they are separate and patentably distinct from the original claims. The original claims called for a three-layered polyurethane 
pad having a polyurethane layer with curing agent, a second polymer layer with curing agent, and an intermediate layer, where the 
curing agent of the polyurethane layer migrates into the intermediate layer. The current claims call for a three-layered generic pad, 
where each layer contains a curing agent and the curing agent of the intermediate layer migrates into either of the outer layers. The 
current claims do not require a polyurethane or even polymeric layers, and the in ventive feature of curing agent migration is not the 
same. Thus, the current claims are separate and patentably distinct from die original claims. Note also that the current claims would 
be classified differently than the original claims and would require an entirely different search strategy.
